CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  i. 

NAME. 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the  Conference  of  Child- Helping 
Societies. 

ARTICLE  2. 

OBJECT. 

Its  object  shall  be  the  discussion  of  problems  relating  to  the  relief, 
care,  education,  and  protection  of  dependent,  exposed,  wayward,  and 
delinquent  children,  and  the  recommendation  of  measures  for  their 
welfare. 

ARTICLE  3. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  Any  official  of  a  child-helping  agency  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership.  Any  person  interested  in  the  objects  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  eligible  to  associate  membership.  Honorary  and  correspond¬ 
ing  members  may  be  elected. 

Sect.  2.  Nominations  for  any  form  of  membership  shall  be  made  by 
a  member  of  the  Conference.  Nominations  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  if  approved  by  the  Council,  may  be  acted  upon  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Conference. 

Sect.  3.  Each  member  shall  pay  a  yearly  assessment  not  exceeding 
one  dollar,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  to  fall 
due  at  that  meeting.  Within  two  months  after  the  annual  meeting,  the 
Treasurer  shall  send  a  written  notice  to  each  member  who  has  not  paid 
his  assessment. 

Sect.  4.  When  a  member  neglects  for  more  than  one  year,  to  pay 
an  assessment,  his  membership  may  cease,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Council. 
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Sect.  5.  Associate  members  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and 
assessments  and  have  the  same  privileges  as  other  members,  but  shall 
be  ineligible  to  office. 

Sect.  6.  Honorary  and  corresponding  members  shall  not  be  subject 
to  assessment,  nor  entitled  to  vote,  nor  eligible  to  office. 

ARTICLE  4. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  shall  be  a  President,  one 
or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Chairman  of 
each  Standing  Committee,  who  together  shall  be  a  Council  charged  with 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Conference. 

Sect.  2.  The  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  Council  may  be  filled  by  the  Conference  at 
any  regular  meeting. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees : 

On  Meetings  and  Membership. 

On  Library. 

On  Information  and  Cooperation. 

Beside  the  Chairman,  each  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two 
or  more  persons  appointed  by  the  Council.

ARTICLE  5. 

MEETINGS. 

A  meeting  of  the  Conference  shall  be  held  during  October  or  No¬ 
vember,  on  a  day  set  by  the  Council.  This  meeting  shall  be  the  annual 
meeting.  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Council  shall 
call  at  least  two  other  meetings  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  6. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Conference, 
provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  shall  be  inserted  in 
the  notification  of  the  meeting,  which  shall  be  sent  to  members  at  least 
one  week  before  the  date  of  the  meeting.
